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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the golf club, tennis 
racquet, baseball bat, hockey stick, racquetball racquet, lacrosse stick and writing 
instrument must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action.

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the current 
status of the CIP application referred to on page 1 must be supplied. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 0 is objected to because of the following informalities: reference to . .the 
electrode..." lacks antecedent basis. The examiner will assume the claim was intended 
to depend from claim 9 when considering the claim on the merits. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1, 6, 8-10 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Guasco (Pat. No. 1,558,351). 

6. Claims 8, 1 1, 12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Mills (Pat. No. 4,930,785). 

The examiner considers the vibration means (motor, eccentric weight, etc.) of 
Mills to constitute a stimulator. 

7. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Powell 
(Pat. No. 6,480,211). 

The examiner considers the microcurrent therapy device (MCTD) to constitute a 
movable instrument that includes an electrode 120 configured to apply a stimulating 
signal to muscle. As the MCTD is portable and contained on the body of the user, the 
user inherently moves the MCTD when walking or engaged in other movement 
associated activities and thus the signal is applied while the user moves the instrument 
(col. 4, lines 10-27). 
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Regarding clainfis 2 and 3, Powell teaches that the device can be used while the 
user is golfing or playing tennis -activities that require one to move a golf club or tennis 
racquet. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention Is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentabllity shall not be negatived by the manner in which the Invention was made. 

9. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Powell. 

Although Powell doesn't explicitly refer to application of the method to baseball or 
hockey, it is taught that the invention is suitable to a variety of physical activities such as 
golf, swimming, basketball, tennis, biking, etc. (see col. 4, lines 10-27). Clearly those of 
ordinary skill would have also understood this list to be inclusive of such popular and 
physically active sports as baseball and hockey. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
